weight, and valuable time, at well as 
monev, is lost in determining which bank 
shall "make good the deficiency—the 
labels attached to each parcel, on which 
appear tha names of the bank* through 
which the bag has passed, being theonly 
means to aid m fixing upon the respon- 
sible party. The Treasury Department 
hm refused to issue gold certificates lot 
large amounts, on the ground that it 
would occasion trouble and expense for 
tbe Government. Other expedients pro- 
posed are, the appointment of an jnsutn- 
SonYnot chartered by the United States, 
as a gold depository for the national 
banks, the interchange of certificates 
among the banks, and the establishment 
of the tslesring-house as a depository. 
There are objections to each plan, and 
another—the division of the burden 
among five or BIX banks—is the one 
which may bo temporarily adopted until 
Congress shall supply a permanent rem- 
edy. The packing of the coin in bags M 
a conventional way, and it does not 
reflect much credit on the inventive 
faculties of bank officers that they hare 
not thought out a better. If the coin 
were packed in boxes fitted with grooTei 
iu which thfr pieces would lie close and 
so confined that they would not mow IB 
course of transportation, and these 
grooves were made so that they could b« 
lifted out, with their contents, the loss 
from friction in tumbling around the 
bags and pouring out the coin as though 
it was sugar, would be very much re- 
dneecl.—floiton Transcript.

Aiarat on the northwest and Little Ara- 
rat on the southwest, whose bases blend 
while their summits ate seven mile* 
apuit. The summit of Great Ararat is 
17 32S feet above the level of the sea, 
and 14,320 above its base; and for more 
thf u 3,000 feet below the summit it u 
always covered with ice and snow. Little 
Ararat is 13,000 above the sea level The 
apex of Great Ararat was visited by Par- 
lot October 9,1829. Dr. Schaff, in com- 
mon with Smith, says that Ararat in 
Scripture refers to the lofty plateau at 
mountain—highlands which overlook the 
plain of the Araxes.

m. -The steamer Golden City, of the 
Southern Transportation Company's 
Line, when approaching the wharf 
this morning, at half past 4 o'clock, 
was diicovered to be on fire by the 
second engines, Robert Kelly, who 
immediately notified Brice Purcell, 
Sr., the pilot on watch. The boat's 
bow was*at once headed for shore, 
and in four minutes afterward she 
touched tho wharf at the foot of 
Beale street, where the coal fleet is 
moored. A line was hastily thrown 
and made fast to one of the cool bar- 
ges. The current being swift, it soon 
ported, and the burning steamer 
floated on down the river, a mass of 
flames, with many of her passengers 
and crew on board, who were unable 
to reach1 the shore, and were lost. 


The books of the steamer were 


lo«t, so it is impossible to gather a 
complete list of the lost and saved. 


All the officers of the steamer are 


and those that were aestined for here 
most get aubure,' The bottom of h» 
lamp dropped into some jnte, «nd 
before the flames «raM be extiii- 
gnished they spread all over the deck 
of the steamer. 


Brice Pnrcell, the pilot, made his 


escape by climbing over the front of 
the pilot house, as the fire was all in 
the rear of him when the steamer 
touched the wharf. 


• Mrs. L. E. Kotmtz and her three 
children, who were lost, were the 
wife and children of the well-known 
steamboat owner. 


Those mentioned as being in the 


hospital are all injured by burns, but 
not seriously. The passengers lost 
all their clothing. Those that were 
saved had. to flee for their lives, with- 
out taking time to save their effects.

according to plans drawn by Mrs. Ogleaby. 
t embraces about 15 large rooms, on the 
irst and second floors, besides numerous 
mailer ones, and ia expensively and ele- 
gantly finished up on the interior.
